Henry  Barrow  Retired  Commander  H.M.  Bengal  Marine  Fairlop  Road  Leyton- 
stone,  Essex,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  this  invention  to  be  as  follows  : — 

Barrow  Truss. 

My  invention  is  an  improvement  in  Trusses  Single,  Double,  and  other  Abdominal 
5  Belts  and  Bands,  as  by  my  arrangement  the  Rupture,  Truss  Belt  or  Band  does  not 
get  out  of  place,  and  gives  great  ease  and  comfort,  and  dispences  with  the  perinial 
strap,  as  illustrated  in  the  accompanying  drawing. 

No.  1  Pad  No.  2  continuation  strap,  which  passes  under  and  round  the  Leg  and  is 
brought  in  front,  and  buckled  to  strap  3.  No.  4  metal  square  and  roller  on  which 
the  India  rubber  hand  5  works  and  the  ends  sewn  to  No.  2.  No.  6  the  leather  strap, 
attached  to  the  top  of  the  square  No.  4  and  fastened  on  to  the  stud  No.  7.

Improvement  in  Trusses,  Single,  Double,  and  other  Abdominal 

Belts  and  Bands. 


I  Henry  Barrow  Retired  Commander  H.M.  Bengal  Marine  Arracan  Fairlop 
Road  Leytonstone  Essex  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  this  invention  and  in  what 
manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  to  be  particularly  described  and  ascertained  in 
and  by  the  following  statement : — 

This  invention  relates  more  particularly  to  attachments  or  means  whereby  the  truss  5 
or  belt  is  maintained  in  position  : — Hitherto,  trusses  have  been  kept  in  place  by  a 
strap  passing  between  the  legs  of  the  wearer,  and  attached  to  the  front  and  back 
parts  of  the  truss.  This  mode  of  securing  the  truss  gives  much  discomfort  to  the 
wearer,  and  it  is  to  relieve  this  discomfort,  while  maintaining  perfect  security,  that 
my  present  invention  is  designed.  10 

In  the  accompanying  drawing,  I  have  shown  a  truss  with  my  invention  applied 
thereto.  The  truss  is  formed  in  the  usual  way,  to  each  of  the  pads  1  of  the  truss  is 
sewn  a  strap  2,  of  sufficient  length  to  encircle  the  thigh,  and  a  shorter  strap  3  for 
engaging  with  the  buckle  on  the  end  of  the  strap  2.  Part  of  the  strap  2  is  by 
preference  of  elastic  material,  attached  to  the  strap  2  are  brace  ends,  also  off  elastic  15 
material  working  through  metal  loops  4,  to  which  are  sewn  attachment  strips  6, 
preferably  of  leather,  for  hooking  on  to  hooks  or  studs  on  the  truss  bands  to  support 
the  strap  2  in  a  horizontal  position. 

To  put  on  a  truss  provided  with  attachments  according  to  my  invention,  the  pad  1, 1 — 
are  first  fitted  into  position,  the  straps  2  are  then  passed  between  the  legs  and  round  20 
the  thighs,  and  are  secured  in  the  front  to  the  straps  3  ;  the  attachment  strips  6  are 
then  buttoned  on  to  tbe  studs  7,  and  the  truss  is  thereby  held  securely  in  place,  without 
any  risk  of  shifting  with  the  movement  of  the  body. 

Having  now  particularly  described  and  ascertained  the  nature  of  my  said  inven¬ 
tion  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  I  declare  that  what  I  25 
claim  is : — 


Securing  trusses  and  the  like  to  the  body  of  the  wearer  in  the  manner  hereinbefore 
described  and  shewn  in  the  drawing.
